Internal Revenue Report. 


[By Telegraph to The Constitution. | 


WASHINGTON, November 19.—The re- 
port of the commissioners of internal 
revenue shows that the total production 
of manufactured tobacco during the last 
fiscal year was 118,548,618 pounds. The 
collection of tax on tobacco was $332,- 
428 75. Total qua-tity manufactured 
during the year 10,837,827 pounds. The 
actual production of manufactured to- 
bacco exceeded that of the previous year 
by over 2,000,000 pounds, and the for- 
eign exportation exceeded that of the 
previous year by near 700,000 pounds. 
The {commissioner urges’ the continua- 
tion of the leaf tobacco clauses in the act 
of June 6, 1872, without amendment or 
alteration. The results of this great 
trade, so far as its relations to the gov- 
ernment are concerned, have been ex- 
ceedingly satisfactory. 

During the last fiscal year 2,880 fruit 
distilleries were registered and 2,841 
operated ; 709 distilleries other than fruit 
were registered and 635 operated, and 
there has been an increased activity in all 
operations relating to bonded distilled 
spirits. The quantity produced during 
the year 1874, as compared with that 
produced during the year 1873, is rela- 
tively greater than the ey with- 
drawn for all purposes during 1874, as 
compared with the quantity withdrawn 
for all purposes during 1873, leaving a 
balance of 158,177 09 gallons in ware- 
house, June 30, 1874, which is 2,900,247 
more than was in warehouse, June 30, 
1873, the quantity in warehouses at 
that time being 12,917,462 gallons, Dur. 
ing the first quarter of the present year 
the demand for distilled spirits has been 
active, and a quantity withdrawn from 
the warehouse upon the payment of a 
tax. Virginia exceeded the quantity de- 
posited so that the baiance remaining in 
the warehouse September 30th, 1874, has 
been reduced to 12,577,066 gallons, ora 
decrease of 3,240,612 gallons as compared 
with the quantity renaining in the ware- 
house June 30th, 1874. The whole num- 
ber of cases compromised during the past 
fiscal year was 381, and the total amount 
received by compromise has been com- 
menced, and 2,228 have been settled in 
favor of the United States government, 
527 against 1,655 suits were settled or 
dismissed, and there were pending on Ist 
July, 1874, 4,246.

| THE MEXICAN CONGRESS. 


A Visit to the Governing Body of 
Oar Sister Republic---The Subse- 
quent Festivities. 


[Correspondence of the Courier-Journal} 
City oF Mexico, Sept: 20. - 

At 3 p. M., September 16, we attended 
the opening of congress. This body, like 
the French Assembly, is not divided. into 
two chambers, and is com of about 
two hundred representatives, supposed 
to be the free choice of the peaple 
throughout the twenty-seven states of the 
republic. Sessions of two months each 
are held twice a year, are presided over 
by a president or *‘speaker,” chosen from 
among the members. The ceremonies 
on this occasion were certainly unosten- 
tatious and simple enough to please the 
most exacting democrat—too much so, 
perhaps, as no interest was manifested. 
About one-half the deputies were pres- 
ent—the other half loitering in the street 
—and thc re were not more than seventy- 
five spectators in the hall. At half-past 
three, President Lerdo and the president 
of congress, Senor Yanez, accompanied 
bytwo members of the cabinet, entered the 
hall, and, leaving the latter/to look out 
for themselves, took their seats upon two 
high-backed chairs at the farthest side of 
a slightly raised platform over which 
were susnended the arms of state and the 
national flag. The tinkling of 4 little 
bell by President Yanez attracted the at- 
tention of the already silent house, when 
President Lerdo drew from his ket a 
mame and without rising from his 
cushioned seat, read ina cléar, distinct 
voice, acongratulatory address of fifteen 
minutes’ duration. So soon as he had 
finished; President Yanez, who had in 
the meantime been occupied in looking 
over and arranging his own documents, 
proceeded at once, and also wjthout ris- 
ing, to read, though much more hurried? 
ly, an address that occupied about ten 
minutes. This done, the two presidents 
erose, shook hands, e bows tothe 
right and to the left, descended the stage 
and left the house, followed immediately 
and indiscriminately by all who were 
present. Thus ended the whole perfor- 
mance, and a tamer or more lifeless affair 
of the kind I neyer beheld. The weekly 
meeting of any town coyncil in tbe 
United States is attended with manifesta- 
tions of more interest than was elicited 
by this first day’s proceedings of a federal 
assembly representing a nation of nine 
millions of people nominally free, though 
not nominally enlightened. 

In the evening we went to the palace 
with Mr. and Mrs. Foster, of whom, as 
representatives of our country in more 
than an official sense, I am constrained 
to say again, every American here is most 
justly proud, and with them witnessed 
from the balcony and one of its many 
windows a very brilliant and creditable 
display of fire works. But what attrac- 
ted and interested us far more than the 
showers of many-colored rockets and 
beautiful burning outline figures designed 
for the occasion, was the peculiar pictur- 
esque sight presented on the immense 
plaza in front of us, filled to its farthest 
limit with living, moving, but almost 
noiseless, human beings. 

The night was quite dark above, but 
pinewood torches, lighted by venders of 
fruits and peanuts, and little charcoal 
fires, over which leaned dark-featured 
women, baking chile and tortillas (pro- 
nounced tor-tee zas), glowed in every di- 
rection on the pavement below. Dimly 
revealed in this strange light were dense 
groups of swarthy Indians and Mestizos, 
the men in dirty scarfs and broad brim- 
med hats, and the women in blue rebozos, 


lently around, while ever and anon the 
dazzling glare of theexploding fire works, 
gleaming on the motley multitude and 
showing at the same time in all the gran- 
deur of light and shadow the noble pre- 
portions and carvings of the great cathe- 
dral beyond, produced a scene of spectral 
and weird-like character that filled us 
with no less wonder than delight. 

Again, as in witnessing the procession 
in the morning, we could not but remark 
the quiet and undemonstrative deport- 
ment of the people. Throughout the en- 
tire exhibition, marked as it was by most 
sudden and striking scenic displays. not 
a single loud applause waselicited. With 
such dulland lethargic naturesto deal 
with, is it to be wondered at that those 
(if such there be) who have endeavored 
to penetrate the nation with ideas of ma- 
terial progress, based upon moral hon- 
esty and systematic industry, have thus 
far fuiled, and, discouraged and dispiri- 
ted, have abandoned it to contending 
cliques of shrewd, ambitious politicians, 
who manipulate public affairs in secret 
caucus wih little or no reference to the 
improvement and elevation of the masses 
below them? 

The pyrotechnic show being ended, we 
left the palace window and descended to 
the street to mingle with the crowd and 
inspect more closely the various groups 
around the fires on the plaza. Heaps of 
peanuts, which seemed sufficient under 
the small demand to ‘‘run” the propriec- 
tors until daylight, abounded everywhere. 
Fruits exhibited a broader margin on the 
petates or mats; but the mwost popular 
stands were those of the fortida makers. 
Approaching one of these, we watched 
with interested curiosity a cheerful look- 
ing, mahogany-colored woman, who 
(seated on a stool with the inevitable en- 


the popularcake. Taking a ball of corn 
meal dough about the size of a smal. egg, 
she patted it into shape between the 
palms of her hands, and placing it on her 
right knee (which is supposed to be cov- 
ered by her one garment), by skillful ma- 
nipulation of her fingers she stretched it 
to the size and thinness of a gentleman's 
pocket handkerchief. Lastly with equal 
art she spread it lightly into an earthen 
pan of boiling fat, where in less than no 
time it became as transparent and crisp 
asa sheet of thin glass. Handfuls of 
these savory looking wafers disappeared 
among the bystanders, who fancied they 
were getting a quid pro quo for their 
clacos (coppers), but found, alas! they 
had swallowed but a bubble, 

This is not, however, the ordinary tor- 
tilla which forms the staple provender of 
nine-tenths of the population, but only a 
fancy variety indulged in on fete occa- 
sions. The genuine article is not half so 
thin or brittle and bears a distant but dis- 
cernible relation to a piece of good, strong 
buckskin, which has been well soaked in 
water and then partially dried. It is 
compenns simply of finely ground Indian 
meal, moistened and laboriously 
‘‘worked” until its glutinous element is 
fully developed, then made into thin 
cakes about the size of a dinner plate, 
and finally baked ot rather heated on a 
griddle, just so much as not to destroy 
its tenacity and flexibility. These two 
qualities are essential to a good tortilla, 
tor itis valued not only for its intrinsic 
merits as an article of safe and easy di- 

estion, but is used asa wrapper for 
ked_ frijoles, chiles or b‘ts of boiled 
beef. Having passed through the crowds 
of the great upwashed, and resisted all 
the appeals of scent and sign to partake 
of the dainties pressed on our attention, 
we parted at a late hour from some very 
kind friends. Thus ended our share in

Every idle day spent by one 
who has no means save his abil- 
ity to labor, is a direct loss, not 


only to the individual, but to the com- 
munity in which he lives. Ask the gro- 
eer, or the butcher, or tho doctor,jor 
the preacher, if this is not so. No city 
can be prosperous that does not contain 
employment for every person that is 
willing and able to work. No city can 
be orderly or morally bealtby that does 
not contain industries that absorb the 
energies of its people. These proposi- 
tions prove themselves, for idle bodies are 
consumers—if not of their own food 
and clothing, then of others—and idle 
brains bveed mischief and corruption. 
The true conditions of pros- 
perity in any city—no matter how 
favored it may be by nature—are em- 
braced in these self-evident truths. 

Even the Gate City, with its converg- 
ing lines of railroad, its vast jobbing 
trade, its advantages as the political cen- 
tre of a great state, and its healthfulness 
and pleasantness of climate, is no excep- 
tion tothe rule. We are suffering, or at 
least retarded in the glorious march to 
the greatness that is certainly ours, if we 
deserve it, by the same causes that have 
broken down and_are breaking down 
scores aud scores of once promising 
towns in the south. Our industries 
are neither diversified, numerous, nor 
in the aggregate respectable. We are 
content to simply handle goods made by 
others, or the raw material made by our 
own people. Such handlings can not 
feed and sustain the people of a great 
city. Even when coupled with com- 
merce and the advantages of tide water 
they can not. We might name several 
mouldering seaports to prove this point, 
but this is not necessary. We must, if 
we wish to reach the fulfillment of our 
hopes as a corporate body, convert the 
raw material into those objects that our 
jobbers s.]l and that all men desire. 
That will give employment for every wil- 
ling hand, and increase the values of 
property, the profits of all business en- 
terprises and the comforts of life in just 
and grand proportion. 

If the owners of corner lots expect to 
sell at round margins without first doing 
their part to establish industries that will 
afford employment tothe idle of the city, 
they are reckoning ena fallacious basis. 
And so with the capitalist, the banker, 
the man of business, the merchant, and 
all who possess or control the city’s 
wealth. We can not prosper by disre- 
garding the true conditions of prosperity. 
Atlanta magnificent natural 
advantages; it is the center of the south, 
it can be its metropolis, but it can be- 
come soonly through the introduction of 
diversified industries. There is no other 
road to commercial greatness in our 
case; and the sooner we get down to 
business on that basis the better for us 
and for the city.

them by mandamus in either state or fed- 
eral courts, The American bond fund. 
ing and banking association is backed by 
the first capitalists of Europe—Lord 
Northbrook, chief of the house of Bar- 
ing; Rotbschild, Gilliat, of London; 
Hope, of Amsterdam, and S»lomons, of 
London aud New York. It has already 
made arrangements with the governors 
of Arkansas, Mississippi, Alabama, South 
Carolina, North Carolina and Virginia 
to accept its proposition to fund certain 
specified portions of their public debt in 
bonds payable in London in gold coin, 
and those governors have undertaken to 
recommend the measure to their respec- 
tive legislatures. 
THE GOVERNOR OF GEORGIA 


has rejected the proposition and that state 
will be let severely alone. In the opinion 
of many the legislature of North Carolina 
will not accept the terms proposed, be- 
cause they will bind her to pay, and put 
it in the power of the bondholders. to 
collect their interest and debt. The leg- 
islution provided to secure the payment 
of the new bonds has been prepared by 
counsel eminent at the American and 
English bar, and isappreved by Freder- 
ick Knapp, of Berlin, who is the German 
authority of American law, and Mr. Ben- 
jamin,of London, It is based on the de- 
cision of the supreme court of the United 
Statesin the cases against the western 
cities and counties—Van Hoffman vs. 
Quincy, Gepceke vs. Dubuque—and 
those adjudications which hold that a 
court has power to enforce the collection 
of tax when the legislature has provided 
the necessary machinery. The legisia- 
tion by this association does prc vide nec- 
essary machinery to secure the collection 
of a tax, whether a legislature is willing 
or not, and makes it a contract, so as to 
be irrepealable.

A Negro View of the Election. 


The Rev. B. T. Tanner is editor of the 
Christian Recorder, organ of the African 
Methodist Episcopal church, which is 
published in Philadelphia. He is one of 
the most intelligent colored men in the 
country, and has much influence over 
his countrymen. Inthe last number of 
his paper he has an article on the late 
elections, ia which he says the colored 
race has no reason to be despondent or 
distressed about the democratic victory. 
The defeat of the republican party 
means ‘that the condition of the south 
must be bettered.” The nation has re- 
solved upon that with a resoiution from 
which it will not go back . 
That it was impossible for things to go 
on in the southern section of the country 
as they had been of late needs no argu- 
ment.
